KENTUCKY BLIND SCHOOL. 



What Our State Is Doing For the 
Training of Her Unfortunate 



Manv persons are not aware IbatlaY 
Slate ol Kentucky does more for thi 
training of lta defective children, in pro- 
portion to their number, than It doe* for 
the other children through the pu 
schools In fact, It maintains thi 
nobis schools; one st Frankfort, fo- t 
teaching of feeble-mimltd children, 
known as the Kentucky Institution for 
the Feeble-Mlnded; one at Danville, 
known ss tbs Kentucky School for thi 
Desf; and ons for blind children, known 
as the Kentucky Institution for the 
Education of the Blind. 

These are all free, and tbe State, upon 
proper evidence, pars for tbe clothing 
and even for the railroad fare of those 
children whose parents are too pot 
meet aach expenses. 

In the case of the deaf children 
also of the blind children, the school » 
in session from tbe middle of SepUmbe- 
to the middle of June, when the children 
all go home, in order that the famil 
tie* may not be destroyed. 

The building* for the care of thee, 
children are a credit to the State, and 
thoroughly equipped with all possible 
means for the comfort, happiness, and 
education of their pupils They are 
under the charged boards of tru 
selected, from the beat citiaana of the 
neighborhood, and the beat possibh 
teachers are employed for training tbeii 
pupils. 

These three schools are maintained ir 
the most generous manner by the Stale, 
and coneeqnentlv rank among tbe fore- 
most in ths world for their efficiency. 

It is strange to say, hut true, that onl> 
a small part of the entire number ol de 
fective children, within tbe school agei 
of six and eighteen, get tba hen. flu ol 
what la freely offered by the State. Thi' 
ia particularly so with the blind children 
ol the State. About one hundred and 
twenty-five yearly receive inatrnotion a, 
the Institution lor the Blind in Louis- 
ville, thoagb it is estimated there are 
more than five times tbst number grow- 
ing up in ignorance in Kentucky. Tbe 
school receives all children whoso eye 
sight ia so defective as to prevent their 
getting an education in schools for the 

Ming.

Among 
other things, he said: 

Whst can farmers do, as a class, for 
their own improvement? The greatest 
good can only be secured by organ: /.alien 
operation. There is no such pro 
portion of the population engaged in a 
single calling as there is in this. By or- 
ganization, local and general, tbe far- 
mers should put in the State and Nation- 
al Legislatures men who would represent 
their interests. And in doing this they 
would advance the interests of the peo- 
ple. By organization and co-operation 
farmers could regulate local taxation, 
improve their schools, keep and extend 
free rural mail delivery, buy lower and 
sell higher, improve their business meth- 
od*; and by discussion among themselves 
improve their ability to take part In 
public affairs; a great need. They should 
lay bold of the market end of their busi- 
ness, study its demsnds and cater to 
them in order to obtain larger profits. 
To do this it would not be 
enhance the price to 
much, but to get tbe 
without 

interests call for their co-operation in 
this matter. They should learn how to 
advertise and do more of it. Please the 
eye and the appetite, and the pocket- 
book will disgorge. The farm Itself and 
the dairy should be so well cared for that 
the firmer will not be ashamed to put 
bis name and the name of bis place on a 
bulletin board at the entrance.

Agricultural progress and profit 
latter depends upon the foTnie 
progress, no profit. Profit is gain be- 
yond expenditure— excess of value over 
cost. In s fair study of this question of 
profits, the expenditures on the farm 
and for the family now and In former 
times must be considered. That a wide 
difference is found between tbe fore part 
and the latter half of the present century 
must be admitted. What the farmers of 
the earlier period allowed were, largely, 
but ill • plain necessities of 
lives.

60 cents in plant food from the barnyard 
accumulation*.

HOW TO GET 

BETTER ROADS. 

A thorough believer in good roads is 
A. W. Campbell, provincial instructor in 
road making for Ontario. On account ol 
the thinly settled condition of most 
parts ol the country he finds tbe roads in 
rather bad condition and the system of 
caring for them in some instances rather 
primitiye. He advises to do away with 
the payment of taxes by Isbor 
roads. This same method of payment 
in labor has been found unsatisfactory 
in many parts of the United (States. He 
would levy a rate of 
township. 

For road purposes the township needs 
to ba divided into four or five divisions 
and the money apportioned equally 
among them. A road commissioner will 
be appointed who should advise and 
consult with the town council. Tbe 
council would lay down the genersl plan, 
including the width and depth ol the 
roads, character of drainage, etc. No 
road should be narrower than IB leet 
Important roads should be at least 24 
feet wide. All the direct work of con- 
struction, which is hauling gravel, ditch- 
ing, bridge building and drainage, will 
be done by contract supervised by the 
commissioner. Repairing will be done 
by tbe day under the direction of the 
commission, who wonld also have tbe 
care ol road making machines and full 
nower to employ or discharge men with- 
out Interference by the council. Finally 
Mr. Campbell advises work should be 
commenced with a definite end in view 
and continued from year to year if neces- 
sary until the entire road system is 
brought to proper 
Agriculturist.

Each year in soma sections of the 
country the corn is not fully matured, 
because of late planting or an early frost 
most successful farmers 
nearly every year select their seed cm 
at husking time. Whsn an exception- 
ally well developed and folly ripened 
car la Ult with a fsw husks attached, and 
pnt into ths crib with tbe remainder ol 
the crop, it simply indicates at a glance 
what la considered the best (or seed, 
when the corn ie removed for feeding or 
other purposes, the ears thus marked 
are thrown in a pile by themselves, or

Handling Corn Fodder. 
Owing to the coarse nature of this ce- 
real it is mois difficult to handle than 
any other farm crop. There are a great 
many devices ol low racks so thst the 
stalks may be carried in armfula onto 
but undoubtedly tbe quickist 
way is to tie the stalks Into good bundles 
pitch and the other 
on tbe wagon. Then In unloading, tbeie 
is not that lose which occurs in a load of 
loose stalks I cut ray com with a bind- 
er, do not untie the bundles at bunking, 
but simply torn them around a few times 
A table is used to lsy the bundles on 
wbils husking, thus saving a good deal 
of back bending to the busker, and mora 
palatable leaves lor tbe stock than with 
the old way of knseling on tbs com. 

I stack tbe stalks near the door ol tbe 
bsy loft drivswsy, and in winter cnt the 
stalks with a fodder cutter and leed in 
barn. Pound for pound, the cut 
corn f odder gives ns better returns in the 
milk pail than ths best hsy. 

In many instances corn is hauled from 
the field unhusked, stacked in a shelter- 
ed place and husked after the rash ol 
(all work is over. In this way ths field 
is cleared before frost, allowing it to ba 
run through with the sod cutter or plow- 
ed. When corn baa been shocked with* 
out tying into bundles, a good way to 
load Is to lean a wide board against the 
rack and one end st ths butts of the 
shook to be losded. Have a strong rope 
with a sling at one end to draw around 
the head of the shock. Ths man on the 
load, aided by the one on the ground at 
the start, can easily slide np a large 
shock. A smooth, wide hardwood board 
is the best. Those who have not tried 
this will be surprised what aa amount 
can ba handled la this way -H. Pfaen- 
der,
